PRINCIPAL AQUARIUM REQUIREMENTS 


An eastern or southern exposure is best. 
An hour of direct sunlight each day is 
beneficial but not absolutely necessary. 
Plant life can be maintained with aquar- 
ium reflectors. After you have decided 
where you are going to place your aquar- 
ium’ (No. i) Don't); Mdo not place it vin a 
dark corner. Then you are ready to start 
from the bottom up. 


Put only clean aquarium sand on the 
bottom, sand that is not too coarse nor 
too fine. Clean it thoroughly or get a bag 
of Beldt’s Washed Aquarium Grit. Put 
about 1% to 2 inches of this sand on the 
bottom. (No. 2 Don’t) Do not use coarse 
gravel or a lot of small shells on the bot- 
tom; food and refuse will lodge among 
this, decay and cause plant roots to rot, 
water to foul, poisonous gases to develop 
which results in suffocation of fish life. 


OVERCROWDING 


Overcrowding the aquarium is a rather 
tough propesition to thoroughly under- 
stand. You can even put too many plants 
of a certain kind in an aquarium. Most of 
the bunch plants, such as Myriophyllum, 
Cabomba, Ludwigia, etc., which are tied in 
bunches should be taken apart and plant- 
ed in single strands. Most all of these 
bunch plants will root if you will separate 
them and plant the cut ends in the sand. 
But if you leave them tied in bunches 
they will usually rot. Too many of these 
plants may produce carbon dioxide and 
consume oxygen to survive instead of 
producing oxygen. Certain varieties of 
plants cannot overerowd the aquarium; 
for instance, Vallisneria can grow so 
thick that you may count 100 plants to 
the square foot and you could hardly 
plant it thick enough to cause any dam- 
age. 


PLANTS PRODUCE AND ALSO 
CONSUME OXYGEN 


When an aquarium receives sufficient 
light, the plants produce oxygen. At 
night plants consume oxygen. Plant life 
absorbs carbon dioxide and the refuse and 
droppings of fishlife. Plants which have 
grown and multiplied in an aquarium 
for a long period usually are beneficial 
and do not cause trouble. Only newly 
purchased plants, when freshly replanted 
and if too crowded, may be detrimental, 
so your No. 8 Don’t should be, do not 
overcrowd plants; while the No. 4 Don’t 
should be, do not overcrowd fish. 


The only important factor of crowding 
fish life in the aquarium is water surface. 
Of course, artificial aeration will solve the 
problem of supplying oxygen to the fish. 
The greater the water surface of an 
aquarium the more fish it maintains in a 
healthy condition. If you ask, “How many 
fish can I put in an aquarium?” you will 
need a dozen answers. The size of the fish 
is the most important factor. Guppies 
and Moons, about four to the gallon. Fish 
from 1% to 2 inches long, about two to 
the gallon. 


OVERFEEDING 


Overfeeding must be avoided at all 
times. Never more than one person should 
feed the fish. They seem to be hungry all 
the time. Surplus food should be siphoned 
off. Learn to feed only enough food so 
that the fish will consume all of it in 10 
minutes. If the water becomes foul and 
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smells, it is a sure sign of decaying fish 
food. We also offer all of the principal 
live foods. Kindly check index under the 
heading of Live Foods. 


TEMPERATURE CHANGES 


An even temperature is very important. 
Great temperature changes may prove 
fatal; 75 degrees F. is a good temperature 
for the tropical aquarium. It suits al) 
varieties; some may like it a little cooler 
Never put cold fresh tap water in an 
aquarium to make up for evaporation. 
Use hot water, let it stand and cool off.

When starting a new aquarium, you 
usually have only drinking water avail- 
able for this purpose. Drinking water 
usually contains a lot of chlorine, which 
is a deathly poisonous gas to fish life. It 
will linger in water even after it has 
stood for some time. The only safe way 
to start an aquarium is to use Clorout. 
When you put one tablet to a gallon of 
fresh water, it at once changes the chlo- 
rine gas into a friendly salt. We list this 
inexpensive chemical compound on page 30. 


Just the same, let the tank set at least 
one day before you plant it and another 
day before you put fish in it. So your 
Fifth Don’t should be, “Do not rush fish 
or plants into a newly setup aquarium.” °

OBSERVATIONS 


Almost every book on the 
subject of aquarium manage- 
ment begins with the funda- 
mental principles of sustaining 
aquatic life which consists of 
sufficient space, sufficient light, 
sufficient oxygen, and sufficient 
food besides having the cor- 
rect temperature. 

OXYGEN 

This may sound like a scien- 
tific challenge to the average 
beginner but these factors are 
extremely simple, in fact, they 
are so simple that they become 
hard to understand. It has 
only been a short time, so to 
speak, that men knew what 
oxygen is and that man knew 
he inhaled oxygen; and this 
happened towards the end of 
the 18th century. Before that 
man didn’t even know that he 
breathed oxygen. He did know 
however that he had to have 
fresh air in order to live and 
you will soon find out after you 
set up your aquarium that the 
fish will have to have fresh 
water in order to live; that is, 
water which is not polluted 
with overfeeding, over crowd- 
ing, or over planting. Keeping 
an aquarium fora year without 
having to clean it, change the 
water, have it looking erystal 
clear is just so simple that if 
we went about the right way 
of setting up this aquarium we 
would have no further diffi- 
culties. If we would only make 
certain minute observations in 
order to see that nothing goes 
wrong, 

FILTER 

The writer has kept aquar- 
iums absolutely erystal clear 
for a period of two years with- 
out spending much more than 
just a few minutes a week 
feeding the fish and replacing 
evaporated water and perhaps 
cleaning the filter thoroughly 
once a week. The relaxation 
afforded by observing: fish life 
in an aquarium according to 
medical science is medicine for 
the mind and this medicine 
cannot be bought in a drug- 
Store, it is jyours= free) vor 
charge as you sit down and 
watch the aquarium and your 
finny. pets and the satisfaction 
Which you feel in having and 
owning a nice aquarium. with 
a good collection of tropical 
fishes or faney goldfish. 

COLORFUL PETS 

On account of the wide se- 
lection of colors and the many 
interesting shapes and breed- 
ing habits, tropical fish have 
during the past 25 years con- 
stantly displaced goldfish as a 
pet in the home aquarium, so 
that today perhaps there are 
more tropical fish sold than 
goldfish; so that the tropical 
fish industry has grown rather 
large from a very small be- 
ginning. 

GETTING OLD 

We published our first trop- 
ical fish catalog in 1928 and it 
may surprise you to know that 
at that time there was hardly 
a pet shop that handled trop- 
ical fish but the entire output 
was sold direct to fanciers— 
so that this tropical fish hatch- 
ery which we operate here in 
Florissant Valley, 18 miles 
from downtown St. Louis, has 
become a rather large business 
which operates on several ac- 
res which are covered with 
buildings and pools for the 
propagation of aquatic life, 
plants and fish, and also with 
buildings for the manufacture 
of various accessories *and fish 
aquariums.

FISH DISEASES 


In speaking of fish diseases, it 
is well te mention that if the 
proper steps are taken to prevent 
them, very little, if any, trouble 
can be expected with fish diseases 
in a goldfish pool. Once a pool is 
established, it is very seldom that 
the fish get sick unless, of course, 
you clean the pool and put the 
fish back in fresh water. There is 
usually too much chlorine gas in 
fresh water. 


CHLORINE GAS 


So, before you put the fish in 
fresh water, be sure that you 
treat this water with Clorout, the 
chemical which changes the chlo- 
rine gas into a friendly salt. The 
fish can be placed in such a poola 
few minutes after it has been 
treated. Complete directions 
come with this chemical.

SCAVENGERS FOR AQUARIUMS AND POOLS 


Do not try to keep an aquarium 
er a pool without the proper kind 
of scavengers. They are very 1m- 
portant in keeping an aquarlum 
or pool clean. Clams should never 
be used in an aquarium. They 
ghould only be used in pools, as 
the average aquarium is much too 
small. Figure at least one snail 
to the gallon of water when 
keeping an aquarium, and if you 
use the large Japanese snails, 
use at least a dozen snails for 
each 50 gallons of water in the 
pool, and figure one Weatherfish 
for each 10 gallons of water in 
the aquarium besides the snails. 

Water Newts or Salamanders 
are very interesting, but have no 
scavenger value. Tadpoles make 
very good scavengers in both 
pools and aquariums. Scavengers 
consume very little oxygen and, 
therefore, will not overcrowd the 
aquarium.
